Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 4-9, 11-14, and 16-17 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
references cited in the Office action disclose an apparatus having stackable 
transceivers, each including an electrical substrate, and some claimed elements. 
However, they do not disclose or render obvious in combination of the apparatus having 
one or more molded housings for retaining solder adjacent traces on the electrical 
substrate, and the one or more molded housings are patterned with voids or pockets.
